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VULCAN RED CROSS 
HAD BIG YEAR 

This is a report as given by Mrs. 
Jack Marshall, Convenor of Red Cross 
Work, of the work dene by the Vulcan 
and District Branch of the Canadian 
Red Cross for the year 1942. 

We have 78 names of individuals 
and 18 organizations on our books—of 
the 78 ladies, 37_are really active, 41 
having taken' out work only once or 
twice, and the same is true of the 
organizations or groups. Quit? a few 
ladies' do their work through the 
groups . . Some do quilt making, 
sewing or knitting, or all three, while 
others concentrate on quilt making. 

During the year 134 quilts were 
made and turned in. Group 1 of the 
United church made 24; Thigh Hill 
Women’s Institute 20; Good Deeds 
W.l. 15; Reed Hilt Women’s Institute 
14; Group 2 United church 12; East¬ 
way Social Club 8; Kirkcaldy W.l. 7; 
Ladies Circle, Church of Christ C; 
Catholic Women’s League 6; Mrs. H. 
f-panke 5; Group 3 United church 3. 
The rest were made by individuals 
anl organizations. 

Due to the fact that we were unabie 
to order wool in any quantity, and 
also to the fact that our branches 
were placed on a quota, our shipment 
of knitted goods is smaller, no doubt, 
than it would have beer had the wool 
been plentiful. The following was 
shipped to the Alberta Division: 

549 prs. of socks; 245 sweaters 
(turtle necks and V-necks); 15 pairs 
women’s long stockings; 35 pairs 
mitts; 17 prs. gloves; 72 helmets; 75 
turtle-necked tuck-ins; 53 scarves; 2 
afghans; making a total of 1064 
knitted articles. 

250 hospital supplies were sent in 
consisting of sheets, pillow cases, 
surgeon’s towels, surgeon’s gowns, 
pneumonia jackets, etc. 941 articles 
of refugee clothing, consisting of our 
quota of refugee. bundles for little 
girls 1-2, and other articles that were 
•turned in by groups and indiviluals 
such as little felt slippers, baby’s 
layettes, nighties, mitts, sleepers, etc. 

We also donated 3 dunnage bpgs 
filled with warm clothing for survi¬ 
vors of the sea, each bag containing 
knitted long - sleeved turtle - necked 
sweater; scarf; gloves; socks; great¬ 
coat, trouser braces; 2 handkerchiefs 
and a pair of shoes. 

Twelve Comfort Bags were made 
and filled for the Navy, containing m 
ail 288 articles such as socks, hand¬ 
kerchiefs, pipe tobacco,- pencil and 
writing paper, shaving soap, tooth 
paste, playing cards, a book, tin of 
hard'candy, sewing.kit (or housewife) 
towel and avash cloth, etc. and also 
a Christmas card from our branen, 
put in by the members of the Work 
Committee with a little 'note and 
already we have read replies from 
men in the Navy that read them. 

Surgical dressings have been made 
as neede d on request from headquar¬ 
ters: 4 complete units have been made 
and shipped, consisting of 2400 com¬ 
presses, 1600 wipes, 480 small pads, 
320 medium pads, 120 large pads, 
making a total of 4920 dressings; al¬ 
so 100 rolled bandages were made, 
making a total in all shipped to the 
Alberta Division from this'branch ap- 
proximately^[558. 

At the request of the Alberta Di¬ 
vision we have had-made up and stor¬ 
ed at Mrs. E. King’s, and these, are 
available in the event of any epidemic 
or catastrophe here or anywhere else, 
and are all boxed and ready for ship¬ 
ping if need be, the following: 1 box 
containing 13 quilts and 1 pr. of flan¬ 
nelette blankets; 13 sheets, 24 pillow 
cases; 36 towels; 1 box of hospital 
supplies containing 6 hospital bed 
gowns. 6 large size pneumonia jackets 
6 pr. pyjamas, 6 women’s nighties and 
6 children’s nighties, 1 box of rolled 
3-inch factory cotton bandages, 38 in 
all, and 1 pail of sterilized surgical 
dressings which ire ready for instant 
i use. 

We have furnished material and 
had made, at the request of nursing 
sister Mcl’herson at No 2 F.I.S., Sta¬ 
tion Hospital, 6 canvas wringers for 
hot fomentations and also had alter¬ 
ed 12 glove cases which are used in 
sterilizing rubber gloves, for use in 
the operating room. We have also 
turned over 1 large shipment of hos¬ 
pital supplies on request of Alberta 
Division which had been requisitioned 
by No. 2 F.I.S. Station Hospital and 
shipped through this branch, at no 
cost to us. 

A diaphermy lamp and twelve op¬ 
erating table covers were also turned, 
over. As liason officer for 1942 be¬ 
tween the Vulcan, branch and Station 
Hospital at No. 2 F.I.S., I have o-kay- 
cd another requisition of hospital sup¬ 
plies, which has gons in, but as yet 
has not arrived. 

Weha<T on hand in the work room, 
Dec. 31st, 1942, the following cut-out 
garments, 12 coa*s, 32 dreses, 19 
r.ighties, 67 prs. panties, 12 hospital 
bed gowns and 3 surgeon gowns, all 
ready to be made up. 

Made up gowns on hand Dec. 31, 40 
nighties, 58 prs. panties. 1 coat, 1 
dress, 3 little sweaters, 1 little sweat¬ 
er, 1 V-necked service sweater, 2 p*. 
men’s socks, 1 pr. gloves, 8 pr. little 
socks, and 3 pr. little slippers. These

Debts Cut bv More 
Than 21 Million 

w —:- 

Under Farmer Creditor Act, Alber¬ 
ta Farmers Have Had Debts 
Considerably Reduced 

Since the Farmers’ Creditors’ Ar¬ 
rangement act went into effect in Al¬ 
berta seven years ego, the debts r.f 
6136 farmers have been reduced by 
$21,746,870, it was revealed in a state 
rn.ent by Mr. Justice S. J. Shepherd, 
chairman of the act’s board of review. 

In addition, interest savings aggre¬ 
gating $1,839,892 have accrued to tin 
6136 farmers making application to 
the board for proposals covering thi-ir 
indebtedness. The average' debt of 
ea^h farmer was $7818 and the aver¬ 
age debt reduction effected under he 
ptoposal formulated was $3544 or 
45.34 per cent of the orginal debt. 

Mr. Justice Shepherd's statement 
of review said that in the Calgary dis¬ 
trict 1030 farmers for whom propos¬ 
als were formulated had their debts 
reduced from $12,041,489 to $6,260,- 
424 during the seven-year period.

English Attache— 
On Post War Bacon 

Professor Watson, Agricultural 

Attache to Washington, Back in 
England to Tell of Canadian 
Bacon Trade 

Canadian fanners iiave a “common- 
sense” argument when they express 
the hope they will De able to keep the 
British bacon market after the war, 
Professor J. A. Scott Watson, agri¬ 
cultural attache to the British embas¬ 
sy in Washington, said recently on his 
return to England. 

Watson, recently returned from 
North America where he saw almost 
every phase of agriculture in Canada 
and the United Stales, said one of the 
main worries of Canadian hog raisers 
is what is going to happen to the pro¬ 
duct after the war. 

Britain is importing seven times ns 
much Canadian oacon as before the 
war and if this market is lost it will 
be a serious blow to the Dominion, he 
:cntir"e.i, adding tnat tfre British 
people will have to remember this 
when they are planning for post-war 
agriculture. 

“The question arises whether Bri¬ 
tain after the war should continue to 
raise pigs supported on imported 
feedstuff's,” Watson said. “And Cana¬ 
dians are entitled to argue whether it 
would not be better to feed the pigs 
in Canada. That is a common-sense 
argument.” 

The professor praised Canada's 
part in wheat-rust research and prai¬ 
rie farm * rehabilitation, saying the 
Dominion is “tackling the whole prob¬ 
lem in an extraordinarily efficient

Weekly Papers 

Grow Stronger 

R. J. Deachman of Ottawa, widely 
known as public man and newspaper 
columnist, declares that the town 
weekly is coming into its,own. This 
he attributes in part at least to the 
great improvements in the country 
weeklies in the last two decades. 

“The town weekly covers its own 
territory. Any good town and the 
area around it provides a news field 
\Vhich is the natural monopoly of the 
iccal paper. With this, » of course, 
goes the'joh work of the area. Some 
towns have become stagnant in the 
last few years but I hold a prevailing 
idea that the towns of Canada will 
stage a come-back. The farmer, too, 
will come into his own and .get a lar¬ 
ger share of the national income. 
These events will help the town paper 
enlarge its field, ma”ke it Stronger 
than it ever was before.” , 

• Mr. Deachman proceeds to point nu: 
that the town has many advantages 
over the city. Costs of living are less 
and costs of production, in many in¬ 
dustries are lower than in the cities. 
There is on the average a higher level 
of human happiness in the town than 
in the city. The revival of the town 
may he one of the notable events of 
thc latter half of this century. 

Ration Now On 
Brooder Stoves 

Poultry men are being advised hy 
C. W. Traves, poultry commissioner, 
to place their orders for brooder 
stoves early in the season. Brooder 
stoves are rationed ov. ing to a short¬ 
age of metal needed for munitions 
and manufacturers in Canada are al¬ 
lowed to make only 40*?} of the 1941 
production. 

Increased demand foi baby chicks 
will increase the demand for brooder 
stoves, hence orders should be placed 
early.* Wherever ,:'t is possible to 
carry on with existing equipment, pro 
ducers should try to do so and permit 
new equipment to be used for increas¬ 
ing production. 
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INSIGNIA „ f ,. . , 

TI4HE new insignia being issued to denote length ut 
armed service is aflatural outcome of the war. . In 
some respects it will be a recognition of comparat've 
rnerjt, and those familiar with the new chevrons will be 
able to tell at a glance the individual record. 

Whether any insignia can be devised which will tell 
the whole story is another matter, and it is not yet 
made clear to civilians how far badges will go in differ¬ 
entiating one type of service from another: 

There are the young men who were badly dealt with 
by society in the thirties, but who at once responded to 
national war call. Surely these deserve high consider¬ 
ation and some visible mark of their attitude. There 


are young men who improved their material status sub¬ 
stantially by joining the army. There are others wno 
sacrificed excellent positions to enter the ranks at a 
time when an “excellent position” was in itself some¬ 
thing very precious and hard to come by. There are 
those who have served overseas almost since the outset 
ot the war, and others at home who have served for the 
same period, but have never been permitted to leave 
Canada. There are men who have held “cushy” jobs 
since Vie start of the war and though in uniform have 
Hgyer smelt danger nor wanted to. There, are young 
lads coming up, eager to enlist as soon as the age limit , 
permits. Their spirit is as deserving of recognition as • 
those who enlisted three years ago. 

There are no end of individual conditions and situa¬ 
tions which can never be covered by badges and insig¬ 
nia. Notably <there is the yiung man who has tried to 
enlist but is barred by physical defect, or those who 
have served for a time and later been discharged be¬ 
cause of some physical condition. There are many who 
would have enlisted long since, but family circumstan¬ 
ces or other obligations' have forced them to remain 
faithful to humdrum labor at home. There are men of 
special skill who are refused enlistment. There are 
also many middle-aged civilians who are inglorious war 
casualties because their business and capital have been 
lost through the war. 0 ’ 

It is impossible to allot recognition with absolutely 
fairness, or to uncover by outward sign what has gone 
on in the heart and mind of man under the conflicting 
urges and demands t>f war. But within very important 
limits, the chevrons of service will hold a significant 
place and be cherished by the wearers.

'EMiOM the standpoint of appreciation, votes of thanks 
or material reward, who is the forgotten man of this 
war? He is the civilian in business, the small employ¬ 
er, the man who is trying to keep his business going 
and his taxes paid on ever diminishing turnover. So 
far as any recognition of “effort” goes he is a nonen¬ 
tity. 

But in actual service to the government in its various 
phases of the war effort, he is a very bulwark of 
strength. And he.gives these services absolutely free, 
or to be more accurate, the government demands unpaid 
service of him. 

Without the benefit of his specific information, several 
departments of government at Ottawa would be help¬ 
less. The thousands of paid employees at Ottawa would 
be fumbling in the dark. It is through him alone that 
they can'get to the root of required data. 

The business man’s office is stacked high with busi¬ 
ness forms respecting employees, wages, stock and so 
on. He has to keep special books to cover"new tax re¬ 
quirements. Each line of business has its own partic¬ 
ular headache, imposed by rationing, restrictions, prior¬ 
ities and what not. Those who transact business 
through coupon books, have to make speeral returns of 
all sorts. Methodical men who have tried to keep check 
on time consumed in compiling data and returns for the 
government, figure that it means one and a half extra 
hours on the average man’s day. That is tfme donated 


to the government, quite outside of his normal work of 
trying to carry on his business in ordei to pay govern 
ment taxes imposed, and maintain his family. If a 
business man finds it-necessary to hire extra help to 
work on these forms, that is at his personal cost. . 

This is no time for complaints and it is remarkable 
how few complaints are heard. But it should not be en¬ 
tirely overlooked that in spite of the army of paid gov¬ 
ernment employees and the hordes of new inspectors 
and boards let loose over the country, the bed-rock t>. 
information is supplied by citizens on whose time the 
government levies without a “thank you. • 

Another instance of free service is the new local 
ration boards established. Members of local boards 
are expected, and agree, to give their lest ability as a 
part of the war effort. They are net even allowed gr- 
for transportation to mdfcings. In one sense the|e 
boards assume much responsibility and certainly relieve 
higher-ups of unlimited work. It is a type of service 
which might not be realized in any other way. But it 
is safe to say that the government levies on the people 
for a tremendous amount of free service which is prob¬ 
ably performed as conscientiously and efficiently on 
extra time, as the myriads of people hired for govern¬ 
ment jobs at good wages. 

On top of all this, every new regulation reduces sour¬ 
ces of revenue for the average business man. 

No complaints—just calling attention. ^ .

Canadian Federation Agriculture 

Hus Done Much, But Compared 
With Labor loo Little Publicity 

C. A. Hayden in the B.C. Country 
Guide discusses the necessity for a 
public relation, counsel for the farm 
industry, quoting Wl'.teler McMilliun 
of Philadelphia in outlining such du¬ 
ties. They would he to create, inform 
and guide public opinion. Facts are 
needed. The urban folk could be 
shown that the farmer gets Jess than 
half of the dollar that the consumer 
pays tor food. They would learn that 
riejng wages, rising taxes, rising 
costs elsewhere are muen more re¬ 
sponsible for higher cost of living 
than any increases in prices received 
by farmers. 

“In Canada, although this country 
produced more than a billion in new 
wealth farm commodities each year, 
agriculture occupies little news and 
editorial space in public press. It is 
scarcely strange that urban folk are 
not conversant with farm conditions. 
Hence the need of a public relations 
counsel whole sole business it is to 
work in the interests of all agriculture 
Canada’s Federation of Agriculture 
has been trying to do just what 
Wheeler McMillen recommends, but 
its operations are still cramped tor. 
luck of sufficient financing. 

“The financing of the Federation is 
the responsibility of the farmers of 
Canada. They can make their own 
movement just as powerful as they 
w ish if they support it to the .extent 
of 25 cts. annually. Given such back¬ 
ing the Federation can become the 
c mmanding force that Canada's most 
important industry urgently needs. 
It is rather different in United States 
where four ' great national farm 
groups have plenty of funds to set up 
a public relations counsel, always pro¬ 
viding lhat they can get together -on 
this single issue. The Can. Federa¬ 
tion of agriculture has done a magni¬ 
ficent iob in a few years, but its rev¬ 
enue from 750.000 farm families bus 
averaged less than a ctnt a year from 
each. You can figure from that what 
might be done with 25 cts. a year. It 
ip recognized by the Dom. government 
nr the voice of the farmers, represent¬ 
ing every main dep a rtme n t of agri¬ 
culture and most of the minor o’nes. 

“The leaders have exceptional abil¬ 
ity, are trusted implicitly and inspire 
confidence. But the truth is that the 
leaders should be on full time assign¬ 
ment. The Farm Radio Forum for 
example has been a highly important 
factor in making the Federation ana 
its purpose known. An outcome has 
been increase in Federation member 
ship, and the creation of a farm dept, 
i f C.B.C. It has become an institu¬ 
tion sure to expand. Everything pos¬ 
sible is being done to accomplish with 
the tool* at hand, the work that would 


Farming Outlook 
For Coming Year 1 

(Wheat Pool Budget) ^ 

A tremendous task has been laid-on 
the shoulders of Canadian fanners 
lor the year 1943. Even although 
tneie has been a continuous drain of 
men from the Dominion’s farms; the 
government is asking for a substan¬ 
tial increase of production in virtually 
every farm piodqct except wheat and 
rye. . 

Probably close to 300,000 men have 
left Canadian farms for the armed 
services and the armament factories. 
The men still on the farms, the ma¬ 
jority of whom are past middle age, 
are thus being called upon to work 
exceptionally long heurs seven daj’s 
a week. They mqst have assistance 
from some source if the 1943 program 
ia to be carried out. 

The wheat problem 4s .a most acute 
one. The year-end carryover will 
likely be around 700 million bushels, 
as'compared with 424 million bushels 
carryover on July 31st, 1942. The 
United States is facing a prospective 
wheat carryover of 800 million bush¬ 
els. / 

The 1942 wheat crop was the larg¬ 
est Canada has aver raised, in spite 
of the fact that acreage was compara¬ 
tively small—21.6 million acres. The 
law of averages would suggest that 
the 1943 crop will be smaller. Anyway 
the best method of reducing wheat 
production is to cut acreage. The 
government suggests that the four 
million acres to be taken from wheat 
in 1943 should be sown to oats, barley 
flax and forage crops. 

Canadian farmers are called upon 
to increase their hog marketings by 
•28 per cent in 1943, cattle marketings 
by 9 per cent, and sheep "and lamb 
marketings by 12 per cent. 

The program for dairy products 
calls for increased milk production to 
the extent of 6 per cent, and butter 
production 15 per-cent. An increased 
production of chickens of 10 per cent 
is asked for, and 29 per cent in the 
case Qf eggs. 

Canada can depend on the farmers 
of this country doing their very best 
to (ncrease production. But the peo¬ 
ple of the Dominion should realize 
that there is no class in the whole na¬ 
tion which is working harder oj long^ 
er hours under adverse conditions.

In.this war he is fight¬ 
ing on the side jf Germany and is 
now taken prison 3r by the British, 
between the two wars he married and 
had 22 children. Then his wife de¬ 
serted him and the children fell to the 
mercy of a sister-in-law. Now in atl- 
% # -d:tion to these troubles he has acute 
ti nsilitis, bronchitis and hemorr¬ 
hoids.” . ~ 

Such an accumulation of military, 
(fiarital and physical defeats melted 
the skeptical heart of the Canadian 
officer, and he recommended, the de¬ 
jected warrior to hospital.

AUout ten days ago I received a 
Christmas parcel lrom the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary ot the Legion, and you can 
imagine how pleased J was with it. 


Butter rationing, more than otSer 
food restrictions brings as a problem 
the possibility of black markets and 
bootlegging. The fact that there are 
thousands, upon thousands of butter 
producers clear across the Dominion 
and adds to the difficulty of a com¬ 
plete checkup. 

A police force adequate -to ensure 
obsei vance 'of butter regulations 
would be an army in itself, quite be¬ 
yond the ability of the country to sup¬ 
port. 

The farm housewife will have to be 
trusted.to hold to the half-pound ra¬ 
tion required—in spite of the sturdy 
outdoor-appetites which confront her 
three times a day. The city house¬ 
wife will have to be trusted to do her 
dealing with regular stores. Of 
course bootlegging and black market¬ 
ing are seiious offences, and, aside 
irom conscientious scruples, will prob¬ 
ably not be considered worth the risk. 

In the last war oleomargarine was 
available to relieve any butter short¬ 
age. But the raw material is mainly 
from oils of tjopical plant growth. 
The chief source of supply is the is 
lands now in Japanese possession. 
There is the claim that oleomargarine 
could also be made'irom animal fats, 
but there is a shortage of animal tat 
for explosives. 

It is predicted that the present but¬ 
ter ration may be cut v still further in 
the coming year, although corrective 
steps may be taken. Too much raw- 
milk has perhaps gone to cheese mak¬ 
ing, and in addition there has been the 
serious shortage of manpower on the 
farms. It is rugiored that any ban 
on oelo may be removed, but not as¬ 
sured that this maji make much differ¬ 
ence. 

Food has become an important 
problem in (Canada. Ever increasing 
numbers of men in armed services, 
have laid bigger demaqd on the farm 
at the same time reducing farm labor. 
Better wages and maximum employ¬ 
ment has enabled people to eat more 
and better food. The arduous natuie 
of labor has called for substantially- 
filled dfnner pails. So domestic con¬ 
sumption.has increased greatly in ad¬ 
dition to the big commitments to Eii„ 
laud and other countiies, and the sup¬ 
plies that go' from Canada to Alaska.

of tinned goods. Canada’s supply of 
tin disappeared when the Japs took 
South PaCcific areas. Canada’s ow-i 
supply of tin is very limited, and-this 
has cramped the canning industry. 
Milk disappears temporarily from 
store shelves; corn syrup and such 
domestic products are rarely obtain¬ 
able. Pork and beans in cans- have 
vanished, and there are numerous 
lilies of tinned goods which have eith¬ 
er vanished or are piocurable only lfi 
limited sizes. 

Thus we start 1943, with expecta¬ 
tions of further changes. Much will 
depend on the farm help released >f 
even present levels are to be main- 
There is plenty of feed for 
cows and enough raw material to 
maintain present production for the 
next six months if the labor is avail¬ 
able. This will assure cereals ani 
biead, and raw vegetables, with prob¬ 
ably enough fruit. Meat and dairy 
products may be rationed. 

It is said that much will depend on 
the 1943 harvest and the adequacy of 
its production to meet feed require¬ 
ments.

A separate permit is required, for 
each rationed commodity, and wljsre 
additional articles -ire wanted, permit 
forms may be obtained from the de¬ 
partment of National War Services, 
Ottawa. 

In order to safeguard against per¬ 
sons buying rationed goods under thi.i 
plan, and then keeping them for their 
own use., the .postal censors will check 
each parcel tp prisoners to make sure 
that the articles' purchased are being 
sent.
